House went to cook dinner bi;- 
fore Sproule left; it might have been half 
au hour before. It was before we ate that 
I observed my rifle had been fired out of 
that waa the reason I thought there was 
trouble. 

The witness was asked the ([uestion, 
"Was it in consequence that j ou Mu.sjjected 
Bomothing wrong that you laid down the 
cartridge on ono side of the bed?" at leu.st 
a dozen times, and the only answer hi 
would give was: 'I thought theiu was trou- 
ble ou the other side of the hU;t\' I tiisl 
heard of the homicide about half-past '1 in 
the afternoon. (To the attorney-general) It 
mi|ght have been between and 10 when 1 
saw'Dujican talking to Spronlo. 

Charles M. Wolfe, swoin — 1 ain '21! years 
ago and a blacksmith by trade. Ivemoiubar 
being employed by prisoner to go into the 

, iniueB', it was somewhere about 18th May. 
My brother, Sproule, and myself used my 
brother's rifle. House was with us. I had 
never been in the country before. Sproule, 
on the lako, going down, spoke about being 
■through the courts in British Columbia in 
regard to the claims. Wo got to the mij es 
on Friday, 'iyih May, at about 10 a. m. 
iSproule went across the lake to a place 
called Hot Springs ou Sunday, coming back 
on Monday mornnig shortly before ."i. On 
that morning my brother and I, by Spronle's 
directions, lixed somo picks and set them 
by the cabin door. We thea, by his unler, 
started splitting up a float log for lagging, 
which I packed up to the Ulue IJell tunnel. 
Where Hammill was fouud was below. I 
saw Duncan talking to Sproule between 
the beach and the cabin somewhere between 
8 and 1) o'clock; Sproule was fliiug a cross- 

-' but. I continued at my work and saw Dun- 
can go away between 9 and 10. While 
packing lagging I mot Sproule ou ouu tri]) 
going up to the mine as I was coming 
down; I think think this was before Dun- 
can came down there. I dou't know what 

. Spronlo wna going there for; he was pack- 
ing something, but I dou't know what. I 
said to him in reference to my work, "This 
is a hard way of serving the Lord." I was 
then returning for another load. I kept 

^■'■working right along and my brother and 
House started in also. Ileturuing on one 
occasion my brother was a little ahead and 
I heard Sproule oak my brother for his 
^n. My brother came out and said to me, 
"lyhyin the h- — don't he use his .own 
gvCd oll.the time?" This was shortly after 
Dunciin had gone. Between the iimc 
Sproule borrowed the rifle and until ho left 

-. I don't thmk House was on the. beach at 
all. House didn't split any; he was pack- 
ing all the time. Sproule might have gone 

-• away without our noticing. House told uie 
he hadn't seen him go with the guu. I 
saw Sproule go away iu the boat. It was 
not very long before dinner. When going 
away Sproule told my brother and myself 
(House WAS up at the cabin) what to do 
about the work; to split and pack up the 
rest of the lagging. Ho looked like a man 
■who was aggravated. 1 asked him if some- 
body had jumped his mines; I didn't hear 
his answer; did not know of • any 
trouble then, butiln.uyhi there waagiung 
to.be some across the luke; 1 noiiced 

- Sproule throw down the lever of' his gun 
when gettiuf; into the' bi.at aa chough to 
iihruw a cartridge in, at the same time 
looking intonlly up the Blue Bell trait; 
I watched him till he waa out of sight; 
on going to dinner there waa a letter with 
the name of Sproule at the b.iUoni (if it; 
the names at tho top were those of my 
brother, House and myself; tlio cofjv of 
the letter read- "To A. Wolfe, C. Wolfo 
and C. House — I am g'ling oni on biisi 
ness. Stay here and do the best yju can 
Your wages from this will be.>'-15 a mouth. 
Stick by the mine, buys, stick i>y the 
mine. II. E. Si'koulk." Charles Hkuso 
had the letter when 1 las i saw it; he told 
me afterwards that he had burnt it; my 
tjrother went into the inner apiirtmeiit to 
get a piece of tnb.teoo, and returning 
said, " Hoys, my gun's beeji used; ' als i 

■ picked up the guu and toi k out the bliell; 
the powder waa iujI dry mi the shell; the 
end of tho muzzle looked as if it had 
been used; I waa along wii;h the crowd 
when Mr. Anderson picked up a pick ou 
the Blue Bell ground: it waa a new one, 
and looked like ono of tho two inj' brother 
had put a handle on that moruiiig; after 
Sproule had borrowed tho gun we three, 
House, my brother and myself woro to- 
gether, but not for a great while, down at 
' the beach; Sproule was away from us long 
enough to go during that time to the 
mine and return, if he hurried, Charles 
House showed me two cartridges he had 
found; he found one a few days after the 
other. 

To Mr. Davie — My home is in Cheney, 
W. T. ; it was aonio time after the killing 
\,hat I quit Kootenay; some time in July; 
j know Bray, the mail qarrieri btjt only 
saw htm once; He said it would be best 
for me to come here, and told us there 
^yas SB much auspieimi against my brother 
and I as tJiore was against Sprcjule, and I 
heard thero was, too; my brother was not 
present when Bray told me this; at tho 
time I waa discharged, llcsuso and I were 
wishing wo were not down there; we 
hatefl because wo did not want to bo on 
the wjtnes3 stand; Ohas. House and my- 
splf ^-era sliylarking and ho bunipod his 
head against ^ho boat; X don't know that 
X did so more than once. [Laughter ] 
House said if he had the cjrit he would 
commit suicide, as ho waa a poor devil ; 
ho also enquired, "Don't you think a man 
shows a good principle who blows his 
brains out r' I have also heard him say 
hp wished ho was in Thos. llamniill's place-, 
b^it I don't know that he minnt it; I 
. (Jon't thin); you coqld get him to 
hurt a mosquito; I don't say he was 
very easily scared, but I scared 
hifri badly ono night, Tlio cause

liova baoauso he was wasteful and didift 
no enough work. Mr. Trceland, *D. S. 
marshal, said he would see wo wore net 
nut in irons, and that we would not be 
troubled in any way. My brother and I 
were up when Sproitle came back early 
on Monday;mQrningi-;frora ihe other sido 
of the lake.' Shortly- aftet^-iDuncaii luft 
I saw Sproule with Bomo .paper in tho 
cabin. I could not aay positively that' I 
made another trip up after that, but doii't 
think I did. When my brother rejoined 
me out of the cabin ho made tho remark 
to me montioaod before, and wo then 
commenced splitttng lagging while House 
began packing. He miglit have made one 
trip, or more, or none, whan Sproule tojd 
him to get dinner.

Sproule; recollect pro3peetiti<; in October 
'8'J, in tiio Selkirk range; returning to 
Kootenay district, saw pristmer, who 
asked mo what kind, of a man Haramill 
was; I said he'was a very ffood man iu my 
estimation; ho replied: "He may bo good 
for some but not for mo; ho jumped one 
of my claims, and I will have my rights 
on the preiniseH if 1 li;ue tn kill liiin, and 
half a dozen like him; " in M iy , '83, I met 
Sproule again, at- lioniier'a ferry, who 
told 1110 one evening, sptebing i>f Ham- 
mill, "I will kill that man yet."- He

In speak- 
ing to me ot Hammill, he said, "I ought 
to have killed him when ho jiimiJed my 
claim. I ought to have shot tho 8(m of a

casii'U, ho said, "They w ill never work 
my claim If HiimiiHll over puts his foot 
on it I will kill hiui I" 

To Mr. T. Davie — I have never worked 
for Ainsworih or Hammill. I have seen 
the boat iiiat Sproule used; it was made 
of boards and painted. 1 think Sproule 
rowed with a short stroke. 

C. S. Smith, sworn — I am a native of 
Illinois, 30 years old, and a miner. I re- 
tnember the early part of April this year. 
I saw Sproule then and jokingiy spoke to 
him of his "new partner," Llamaiill. Ho 
s'lid, "That short haired thief ia no part- 
ner in the Bluebell mine," and that ho 
could never own an interest in it or work 
on It. He said, later, that if tho son ef 

a- ever worked on it, he (Spruulo) 

would happen around very mysteriously 
one day and disappear in the same way; 
and thiit would settle the mine jumping 
on Knolenay hike. I think I told him 
that Uiiminill would be, 011 the lat June, 
on tho claim to go to work. The boat 
whioli Sproule started in leaUed a- little 
but not to amount to anything. I had 
convorsatiou with the prisonsr after bis 
arrest and asking as to whether any busi- 
ness bargain he then made would hold 
good he said it ivouldas "this little ad'air" 
that has happened won't amount to any 
thing. He did not mention what ati'air. 
This was at a place called Warm Springs 

Oroas-examiued — No one else heard tho 
onnveraatioli. 

To tho attorney-general — The Ist Juno 
was what was known iis reiirosiMitalion 
day ill the Kootenay di.itnct 

To Mr. T. Davie — 1 know Gay Reader. 
I don't remember that 1 .^aid L would do 
all I could to convict Sproule. I won't 
swear that I did not say ao. I don't say 
I want (o sea him eonvicted, but I want 
to BOO the law carried out. 

John Duncan, aworii — -I am 35 yoar-s 
old, an Englishman, and by occupation n 
miner. I knew Hauiuiill and also know 
tho prisoner. (Jn Ist June I was staying 
at the camp of Uainmill. Hammill and 
Belnoui started to go to work between 7 
and 8 o'clock. After a ' little while I 
started for Sproule's cabin. Saw Sproula 
th'ero between 'J and 10; I wanted to got 
a contract from him. He said ho was go- 
ing over the lake if it didn't blow, but he 
feared the water. Sproule asked mo where 
Hammill was working. 1 told him I did 
not know. This was not true as I knew 
where Ilaniinill was working. He looked 
very wildly at ino and I didn't wish to tell 
him. Sproule used very abusive langua^io 
sjieakiiig of Hummill, and not wish- 
ing to hear more I went awiiy. 
On my way to his cabin I saw 
Hammill working-on the Bluebell claim. 
It was then nearly 10 a. m. Before leaving 
Sproule's cabin I .saw Adam Wolfe and 
Charles House on tho beach; Ohiirlcs Wolfe 
went with mo as far iis tiio lorkH. Loakinf 
up the lake frotu HaiumiirH cabin I saw 
that tiiO wind was getting up and that the 
water was rough, whieli made nie say to 
myself, "Sproule will not go across the lake 
to-day." 1 might have gouo from Sproulo's 
cabin to IlaramiU's cabin in ton minutes iu 
ordinary walking, but took about half nu 
hour. While iu the lower of Uainmill'a 
two cabins I heard a gun lire; this was l)e- 
tween 10 and 11; I stayed iu the cibiii and 
(lidtj't thinlj much of the shot. Igot dinner 
roady, and the next thing I heard Belnoiif 
runnixig down tho hill calling "Jack," and 
upon asking hiiu what was tho matter ho 
said, "Tom is .shot; let us go and carry him 
homel" We fouud him lying ou his right 



aide and saw where tho bullet had come out 
by the left hip. . ^Ve-oameShim hOine;* -We 
iisked ifha saw; anyone ' Bhobt him," 'and I 
understooii he was trying to say no.

TME MUNICIPAL KI.ECriON. 

The oleotion for mayor ami councillors 
in January will possess more than ordi- 
nary inturoat. Tho cundidiito houdiiig the 
poll iu each ward will rotaia his Boat for 
two years. Thia arrnngoiiient has boon 
been made so that there will always bo 
three experionced councillors to meet tho 
newly-elected board and instruct them as 
to the detaila of the work. The next 
council will handlu a largely incroasod 
revenuo, and will have several important 
inattora to niako proviaion for. To them 
will bo entrusted the task of soivorago, 
the bettor lighting of tho city, the im- 
provement of tho thoroughfares, tho ro- 
organization of the police force, tho pur- 
tial endowment of a provincial university 
and tho ostnblishmont of a free night 
school. Thoy will also be called on to 
take stops that will socuro to Victoria the 
fullest possible advantages from tho com- 
pletion of the Canadian INicific railway, 
The utmost diacriminatioii must be obser;'- 
ed in ohooaing oandidstcs for the several 
positions. The coming year will be "big" 
with events of importance for this muni- 
cipality, Sliakeapearo aaya, "there is a 
tide in the afluirs of men which, taken 
at tliu tlofid, leads on to furtuno." 
And lliL-io i:i now !i tido iu tho alfairs of 
this lovely city w hich must bo lakuii at tho 
Hood to iusiiro Us hinting iirosperity. i''ol- 
lum'iug aro the ijnulillcatious of voturn: 

18. Any male or fomuio sole of the tull 
age of 21 years being ii freehuluc:!-, huuHo 
liolder, free miner, prc-euijjtor, or lease- 
lioldei for a term of not less than two 
years, resident iu a municipality, shall bo 
entitled to vote at the llrst municipal oleo- 
tion; but no such fenimo solo shall bo qnal- 
itied to sit or vole a cuuncillor. 

19. After tho first municipal oleotion 
the following porsou« shall be entitled to 
vote at muuicijial elections in any ward in 
which they may be registered as ratupayeiH: 
Any male or female buing of tho full ago of 
21 years who is rated upon tho asHcssmont 
roll of this muuicipality, or haM rosiileil inid 
been a bonaeholder in tho n.iunicipality for 
six months before the election at 
a rental or rent value of not less 
than aixty dollars p«r nnnnm, and who 
has paid not loss than ton days previous 
to the time of the election all municipal 
rates and taxes payable by him or her. 

10. The following persons shall be en- 
titled to vote at municipal elections in the 
ward in which they reside; (u) Any per- 
son who is rated on the roll tax asaessoieut 
roll of tho municipality and shall have 
paid his road tax in respect of the aamb 
six months previous to the day of slec- 
tion; {b) Any umlo or female holding a 
license for and carrying on business within 
tho same municipality, and who shall have 
paid for such license for six calendar 
months next preceding tho day of elec- 
tion, 

21, Provided that no person shall bo 
entitled to vote at municipal election by 
virtue of his holding a trade license as 
mentioned in aub-sootions ^a) and (6) of 
the last preceding section, unless such 
person is a British subject of the full age 
of twenty- one years and has been a resi- 
dent of such municipality for twolvc 
months previous to the day of election. 



Ag^i'icultural Notes. 

There is probably no kind oE fruit 
better adapted to a hen yard llian the 
plum. And the ditliculty of growing 
this fruit, because of curculio attacks, 
is so far obviated by a flock of hens 
that combining the two is an advant- 
age to both, A farmer who had a plum 
orchard, from which the fruit regular- 
ly fell before ri[)e, never .succeeded in 
getting a crop until bn transferred bin 
hens to this plot and kept them there 
until the plums were ri[)e. The fowls 
needed less food than when kc>]it in 
close quarters and gave better returns. 

A horse, even more than a hog, .is 
liable to be over fed. With food be- 
fore it all the time, it will kee[) ])ick- 
ing it over and grow poor with its box 
always partly filled. It is an excellent 
plan to lind how much horses really 
really require, and then feed them just 
80 much and no more. Do not be al- 
armed if every thing is eaten clean in 
the morning. That is the way it should 
be, yet always taking care to give 
enough. 

Every farrnor who keeps bens should 
provide them with comfortable quar- 
ters, where they can be kept from the 
. stables occupied by cattle and horses. 
Oolta frequently become covered with 
vermin by permitting fowls to roost 
near their mangers. The practice of 
allowing a flock of hens to run over tho 
hay mow at will is one which no farm- 
er can a fiord. 

Celery may be most cheaply bleach- 
ed by putting a four inch drain tile 
over the plant about a foot high, and 
then allowing it to grow with only a 
little banking of earth around the tile 
to keej) it in place. 

In selectsng a sow for breeding 
choose one th&t is quiet and mild in 
disposition. She may be the one that 
will lay on fat most easily, and it will, 
therefore, be necessary to feed sparing- 
ly, but she will be ali tho better as a 
breeder for this. 

A second growth of barley, grown 
from seed scattered in harvesting, will 
often give much Fall feed for stock. It 
grows more rapidly, and its leaves are 
broader than those of any other grain, 
but for late feeding after frost comes 
rye is preferable, 

One of tho reasons why timothy is 
BO hurtful to Winter wheat i.s that asifc 
mostly sown after the drill a large 
share of the seeds falls in the hollows 
made by the drill tubes where the 
wheat is growing; if the ground is roll- 
ed before the timothy seed is sown it 
will obviate this diHiculty.

SeiisatiounI Sccue in ik' British 
Court of Justice. 

London, Nov. 21.— At the TMarl- 
borough Police Court to.day Viscount 
Clifden charged Charles Jlollison, re- 
cently game kee[)ei- on his Kilkenny 
estates, with attempting to extort from 
him tho sum of .t500. It appears that 
the A-^iscount discliargiid the prisoner, 
who thereupon sent him a legiatered 
letter accusing him of having commit- 
ted on several occasions the foulest of 
crimes. He further threat^ened that he 
would at once bring criminal action 
against Lord Clifden unless tho latter 
forthwith remitted him .£T)00, Lord 
Clifden in his evidence made a vigor- 
ous denial of the accusations contained 
iu the letter. Tho prisoner on hearing 
this becamo greatly excited, and in- 
sisted that every accusation which he 
had made was true. When he was ful- 
ly committed for trial by tho niagis- 
Irate and about to be led from tho 
dock he pointed at A'iscount Clifden 
and shouted; "N'illain, you ought to 
accompany mo to prison." Lord Clif- 
den is only 'I'l yem-s of age. Tht^ [iri- 
sonor is 50. Society, in which Jjord 
Clifden occupies a high p^ition, is ex- 
cited over the case and sympathizes 
deeply with the young peer, who it is 
generally believed is a victim of a con- 
spiracy.

He had also 
given due weight to the testiu)ony of 
tho greatest jMiglish physicians, who 
agreed that those who eat well anil 
sleep well have the best contributors to 
health and vigor, and that mon can do 
without alcohol and are better without 
it. He had concluded that he for one 
had better give iFup: he did give it up, 
and had never sufT'Ted a single day. 
Like the good Father JMathew, tlie 
Arehdnacon had seen in his experience 
"stars of heaven fall and cedars of 
Lebanon laid low," because of the 
habit of drinking. From the disgrace- 
ful day of the patriarch in his tent tho 
use of intoxicants had been responsible 
for the ruin of the noblest heart,s and 
intellects. — Speech in New York.

He who could 
earn $1,000 annually ' was thought 
fortunate, and S;),000 from investments 
was accounted a i>iincely revenue. At 
present the most self denying bachelor

smallest sura a married man, having 
possibly one or two children, can get 
on willi. A New Yorker is not thought 
to-day to lie rich unless ho has a ])ro- 
perty of i?,'5,000,000 or 1,000,000, and 
tho very rich have four, live, six, ten 
times as much. There are hundreds of 
families who spend from .$100,000 to 
150,000 and dozens who spend from 
,^250,000 to §500,000 a year.

At 
Whiteaboro it ia atated that the shutes 
are all carried away, and at Noyo river 
the wharf, warehouaea, etc., are all gone. 
One half if the wharf at Fort Bmgg is 
gone. At Humboldt tho schocnura Fanny 
Dutard and Lottie Carson were driven 
ashore on the beach. Tho first named 
giit off leaking badly. No lives wore lost, 
as all hands gnt aately ashore before tlio 
gale set in.— .S. F. Chronicle, iN'i.v. 28.

Disscctiu;; ICooiii. 

Prof. Jatncs Walsh stood in the dis- 
secting room of New York University, 
Medical Oollegp, one afternoon last 
week, says the Now York Herald, with 
Lis large bluo apron on, his syringe in 
liis hand, busily, engaged in preparing 
Boiiic bodies, or "cadavers," for dissec- 
tion.

"cadaver" on the slab and was pre])ar- 
ing to go home, when a messenger ar- 
rived and announced that a lady wish- 
ed to soQ him.

As this 
is a most unusual rfiquest on the part 
of a lady, and, as the professor did not 
knovr of any female acquaintances who 
would be particularly anxious to see 
bim in the dissecting room, his curios- 
ity was arouHod to learn the cause of 
this j.'dly's visit. 

He did not wait long, however, for 
after the elapse of half a minute or 
so, a tall, angular wooien, past middle 
life, with a Teutonic cast of countenj 
anoe and an unmistakable accent, made 
ber appearance. The professor, who is 
of small stature, looked up inquiringly 
into the face of the tall stranger and 
eagerly sought the object of her visit. 

"You are tlie superintendent here!" 
she asked, and without waiting f«r an 
answer added, "[ have a body at home 
I wi.sh to cli.s]U).se of and I am told you 
buy Hucii things heni." Tiiis was at once 
in the line of the profoH.'ior's bu.siness, 
and ho eagerlV caught at the oiipoi tun- 
ity. 

"Yes, we buy bodies hero,' be said, 
but they must be of the right kind — 
no mutilation, no infection; nothing of 

that sort, you know." 

"Oil," she replied, "this body is all 
right, and 1 will be responsilile for it. 
You see niy children are hungry, and 
it will not do to starve while one can 
get bread. I do hate to see them dying 
before my very eyes while I am able 
to give them no help."
